
Investigation Uncovers Two Active Meth Labs in St. Charles Community

A late night arrest on July 11, 
2012 ended a four week in¬ 
vestigation that has covered 
three counties and involved at 
least five different agencies. 

The investigation began in 
Marshall County and then 
went to Graves County, and 
ended tonight in Bardwell. 
The Pennyrile Narcotics Task 
Force initiated the investiga¬ 
tion, along with assistance 
from Marshall County Sheriff 
Dept., Graves County Sheriff 
Dept., Mayfield Police Dept’s 
Drug Unit, and the Carlisle 
County Sheriff Dept. 
Approximately three weeks 
ago the P.N.T.F. and the 
Carlisle County Sheriffs 


Dept, set up surveillance on a 
residence located on state 
route 408 in the St. Charles 
community. 

At this time the two depart¬ 
ments did not have enough 
evidence to react to the com¬ 
plaint and had to wait till July 
11, 2012, to move on to the 
residence. 

After setting up more sur¬ 
veillance and waiting around 
four hours, Detectives Steve 
Hendley and David Harrison 
with the P.N.T.F. went and 
spoke to the residents of 6727 
state route 408, Bardwell. 

Meanwhile, waiting at an 
undisclosed location were 
other agencies from the 
Carlisle County Sheriff Dept., 
Marshall. County Sheriff 
Dept., Mayfield Police Dept., 
Graves County Sheriff Dept. 


Upon gaining consent from 
the home owner, officers 
began to observe evidence of 
a meth lab in the front yard in 
front of the shed. 

Upon further investigation 
by the agencies, they began to 
locate several items of a meth 
lab, and actually located two 
working labs in the shed at 
this time. After gathering up 
the evidence the Kentucky 
State Police was contacted to 
come and remove the haz¬ 
ardous materials and to take 
charge of the meth labs. At 
one time during the night the 
two labs appeared to become 
volatile and began to show 
activity during the time the 
officers were there. 

Arrested at the scene with¬ 
out incident were Mr. Johnny 
Puckett, and his wife Leanna 


K. Puckett of 6727 state route 
408, Bardwell. They were 
both charged with the same 
charges and they are as fol¬ 
lowed: 1st degree Manufac¬ 
turing Methamphetamine, 
second degree Possession of 
Methamphetamine third de¬ 
gree controlled substance 
charges and fourth degree en- 
dangerment to a child. 

The Carlisle County EMS 
was notified after Mr. Puckett 
thought he was having a heart 
attack. He however refused 
treatment and refused to go to 
the hospital. Deputy Eric 
Perry & transported both 
the Puckett’s to the Ballard 
County Detention Center 
along with another male sub¬ 
ject that was at the house, Jer- 
rod Lewis of Mayfield, 
Kentucky, that Deputy Perry 


charged with violation of a 
DVO after Deputy Perry 
checked and found an active 
DVO on this subject. 

Detective Hendley stated 
that this was a great joint in¬ 
vestigation by all agencies in¬ 
volved and praised the effort 
of all involved. Especially the 
Carlisle County Sheriff and 
his department for their con¬ 
tinued commitment to work 
with the P.N.T.F. in stopping 
the illegal sale of illegal nar¬ 
cotics along with their endless 
hours of work that lead to 
these arrests. 

This once again shows the 
joint effort between the 
Carlisle County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice and the Pennyrile Nar¬ 
cotics Task Force will do all 
they can do to stop and deter 
the drug problem here in 


Carlisle County. 

The P.N.T.F. also praised the 
quick response of the EMS 
and the Department of Child 
Services who came to the 
scene and took control of the 
Puckett’s three toddlers.

Fiscal Court Lowers Annual ATVRiding Rate to 
$75, Passes Carlisle County River Trails Ordinance

At the July 24, 2012, 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
meeting one of the topics on 
the agenda has been a hot 
topic in Carlisle County 
lately, and that topic is the 
Carlisle County River Trails 
Ordinance. The ordinance 
states ATV riders would pay 
a fee of $ 150 per year to ride 
county roads 1217, 1218, 
1219, 1222, 1308, 1310, 
1321, 1324, 1325, and 1331. 

During the July 24, 2012, 
meeting, Citizen Sherry 
Goodwin approached the 
fiscal court and stated that 
she felt that the fee of $150 
per year was a bit excessive. 
“My family and a lot of 
other people ride regularly 
down in the bottoms area. 
For lower income families in 
the county it is the only type 


of recreation that we have, 
and I feel the $150 per year 
is too much,” Goodwin said. 

Carlisle County Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Terry told Goodwin 
that there have been a great 
number of citizens who have 
expressed the same concern, 
and that he and the fiscal 
court were open to lowering 
the fee, but a fee would have 
to be paid nonetheless. 
“With the influx of ATV 
usage in the bottoms in re¬ 
cent years, along with the in¬ 
crease in complaints from 
farmers whose fields are 
being ridden through, the 
county feels it has to gener¬ 
ate revenue to police the bot¬ 
toms area,” Terry said. 

Terry also said that another 
reason that money needs to 
be generated involves the 
county looking to invest 
funds in the improvement of 


riding areas in the bottoms. 
What the county is banking 
on is that with revenue com¬ 
ing in from licenses in addi¬ 
tion to grant money that is 
available for these riding 
trails, the county will be able 
to have a riding trail/tourism 
spot that can spawn multiple 
businesses along the riding 
trails. 

After discussion the fiscal 
court made a motion to 
amend the ordinance and re¬ 
duce the license fee for one 
year down to $75.00 per 
year, $25.00 per weekend 
and $10.00 per day. 

Goodwin questioned the 
stipulation of riding helmets 
and allowing 16 year olds 
and under to ride four 
wheelers, and asked if there 
was any bend in those stipu¬ 
lations. 

Carlisle County Attorney 


Michael Hogancamp, along 
with Judge Executive Terry, 
told Goodwin that all riders 
would be subject to Ken¬ 
tucky State laws in regards 
to ATV usage, and that there 
would be no bend in the 
policies set forth by the state 
of Kentucky. 

Licenses will go on sale on 
August 15,2012, and will be 
sold in the Carlisle County 
Judge Executive’s Office, 
with the possibility that they 
will be sold through the 
Carlisle County Dispatch 
Center, as they are open 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week, 365 days a year. If 
you have any questions/con- 
cems you may call the 
Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive’s Office at 628-5451.

At the July 24, 2012, 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
meeting, former Carlisle 
County Elementary School 
teacher, Mr. Roy Hensel was 
in attendance to present the 
fiscal court with a framed pic¬ 
ture, along with the autograph 
of the county’s namesake, 
Mr. John G. Carlisle. 

Hensel, who currently is in 
his 40th year of teaching, said 
that after the first Carlisle 
County Courthouse burned in 
1980, he, being an avid col¬ 
lector of autographs from po¬ 
litical leaders, went in search 
of Mr. Carlisle’s autograph in 
honor of the second court¬ 
house’s opening. 

After the 2006 fire that de¬ 
stroyed the second court¬ 
house and the autograph of 
Mr. Carlisle, Hensel had a 


picture of his official legisla¬ 
tive portrait. 

What makes the autograph 
so interesting is that it is 
placed on a card from the US 
Department of Treasury, a 
post in which he served as 
United States Secretary of the 
Treasury from 1893 to 1897, 
during the Grover Cleveland 
Administration. 

Hensel said that one of his 
passions is history, and that 
the main reason that he 
wanted to present the court 
with the autograph, photo of 
Carlisle and information in 
regards to Carlisle was be¬ 
cause he wanted to share 
something for future genera¬ 
tions of Carlisle Countians to 
enjoy and learn from. The 
frame will be displayed in the 
lobby of the Carlisle County 
Courthouse.

CRP Participants May Request Authorization 
to Conduct Emergency Grazing of CRP Acres 


The USD A Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) announces 
the opportunity for Conser¬ 
vation Reserve Program 
(CRP) participants to re¬ 
quest authorization to con¬ 
duct emergency grazing on 
specific CRP acres. Author¬ 
ization is based on a U. S. 
Drought Monitor designa¬ 
tion of D2 or higher for 
Carlisle County. Eligible 
producers who are interested 
in applying for approval to 
conduct Emergency Grazing 
of CRP land located in 
Carlisle County must re¬ 
quest and obtain individual 
written approval from FSA 
before any grazing starts. 


Participants will be assessed 
a 10 percent payment reduc¬ 
tion on their annual rental 
payment for the acres actu¬ 
ally or grazed. 

Interested CRP partici¬ 
pants are required to submit 
a request to FSA and obtain 
a modified conservation 
plan to graze under emer¬ 
gency provisions. The same 
acres may not be hayed and 
grazed under the same emer¬ 
gency designation. Emer¬ 
gency grazing is not allowed 
within 120 feet of any 
stream or water body. Spec¬ 
ified portions of each field 
or contiguous fields must be 
left or grazed with limited 


stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency grazing is re¬ 
stricted to specific practices 
that are 12 months past 
being determined as fully es¬ 
tablished by the agency. In¬ 
troduced and permanent 
native grass practices en¬ 
rolled under general CRP 
practice eligibility are 
among those eligible prac¬ 
tices. Approved Emergency 
Grazing under this specific 
authority may start immedi¬ 
ately upon written notifica¬ 
tion of approval. Approved 
grazing authorization will 
end not later than September 
30th. 

To take advantage of the 


grazing provisions, ap¬ 
proved participants can use 
the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant 
another livestock producer 
use of the CRP acreage for 
the purpose of grazing. If 
land is rented or leased it 
may not be rented/leased for 
more than the applicable 
payment reduction applied 
for the emergency authoriza¬ 
tion.

Wisdom Speaks wisest of Israel. There were Solomon is here. Matt. 12:42 


Scripture Reading I Kings 
4:29-34 

In today’s message we are 
looking at what scripture says 
about the wisdom God gave 
him. If you recall the oppor¬ 
tunity that God gave to 
Solomon to ask for anything 
he wanted and god would 
give it to him. Solomon 
pleased God with his request 
for wisdom and an under¬ 
standing heart so he could 
lead God’s people correctly. 
Shouldn’t we all be praying 
for this, especially ministers 
that have charge of the flock 
of God? 

In the passage named above 
we find specific things named 
about Solomon’s wisdom or 
shouldn’t I say God’s wisdom 
that was given to Solomon. 
His wisdom excelled the chil¬ 
dren of the east. When look¬ 
ing at scripture and history 
we find that most of the 
world’s knowledge came 
from either the east or Egypt 
at the time of Solomon. Yet 
Solomon is said to be wiser 
than both. 

The people of the east stud¬ 
ied the stars and had knowl¬ 
edge of trade and crafts very 
much. The Egyptians had 
ability and knowledge to 
build pyramids and embalm¬ 
ing. Some of the great won¬ 
ders of the known world 
today come from these re¬ 
gions. Yet Solomon excelled 
them all in wisdom and un¬ 
derstanding.

In fact people came 
from all over the known 
world at that time to hear this 
man speak. 

Then it says he had largeness 
of heart.

He was speaking of Himself!

His name is 
Jesus! 

The Bible says that Jesus is 
made to be wisdom, right¬ 
eousness, sanctification and 
redemption for us. (Col. 2:3, 
I Cor. 1:30) It is easy to see 
that if we have Jesus in our 
hearts and we truly know 
Him as our Savior and Lord, 
then you and I can attain to 
the wisdom of Solomon and 
greater. We can go all the way 
to the mind of Christ! 

The Bible tells us that there 
is a certain degree of wisdom 
in all the world that comes 
from man’s own self.

Programs Available for Farmers 
Suffering From 2012 Drought 


Emergency Conservation 
Program for Drought Dam¬ 
age 

Agricultural producers in 
Carlisle County who have 
suffered damage as a result of 
drought may request cost 
share assistance to rehabili¬ 
tate damaged farmlands. 
This Emergency Conserva¬ 
tion Program (ECP) is admin¬ 
istered by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
Farm Service Agency (FSA), 
and provides cost-share assis¬ 
tance if disaster damage is so 
severe that recovery without 
federal assistance is unlikely. 

A producer qualifying for 
ECP assistance may receive 
cost shares not to exceed 75 
percent of eligible cost to re¬ 
habilitate damages incurred 
by natural disasters. Up to 
90% cost share assistance 
may be provided to producers 
who qualify under limited re¬ 
source provisions if approved 
by the FSA County Commit¬ 
tee (COC). Cost-share assis¬ 
tance is limited to $200,000 
per person per natural disas¬ 
ter. Approved practices and 
measures for this disaster 
may include: 

Emergency water for exist¬ 
ing irrigation systems serving 
orchards and vineyards 
Supply emergency water for 
livestock, including confined 
livestock and poultry 

Producers, who have experi¬ 
enced damage as a result of 
drought may contact the local 
FSA Service Center for more 
information concerning qual¬ 


ifying losses. Requests for 
assistance will be accepted at 
the Bardwell FSA Service 
Center from July 23, 2012 to 
August 22, 2012. 

To be eligible for cost share, 
practices shall not be started 
until a request has first been 
filed at the FSA County Of¬ 
fice and an onsite inspection 
of the problem area has been 
made by COC or its represen¬ 
tative. COC will review the 
inspection findings when 
considering the request for 
approval of cost share. 

Producers who have taken 
emergency action before this 
announcement may be eligi¬ 
ble for assistance if a request 
for such assistance is filed 
within 15 calendar days of 
July 23, 2012 and it is deter¬ 
mined that the action taken is 
eligible and meets all crite¬ 
rion for federal cost share as¬ 
sistance under the Emergency 
Conservation Program. 

All producers, regardless of 
race, sex, religion, color, age, 
national origin, marital status, 
politics, or handicap shall 
have an opportunity to re¬ 
quest cost sharing. 

Severe Drought 

Announcement 

A lack of moisture, over an 
extended period of time, has 
caused producers in Carlisle 
County to suffer from the ef¬ 
fect of severe drought condi¬ 
tions. Farms experiencing 
severe drought conditions 
may be eligible for cost-share 
assistance under Emergency 
Conservation Program for 


Drought (ECPD). This disas¬ 
ter program is administered 
by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, Farm Service 
Agency (FSA), and provides 
cost-share assistance to eligi¬ 
ble livestock producers and 
eligible orchard/vineyard pro¬ 
ducers if damage is so severe 
that water available for live¬ 
stock or orchards and vine¬ 
yards has been reduced below 
normal to the extent that nei¬ 
ther can survive without addi¬ 
tional water. 

A producer qualifying for 
ECPD assistance may receive 
cost share not to exceed 75 
percent of the cost of in¬ 
stalling eligible temporary 
measures. Cost sharing for 
eligible permanent measures 
is paid at 50 percent of eligi¬ 
ble costs to provide water in 
emergency situations. Up to 
90 percent cost share assis¬ 
tance may be provided to pro¬ 
ducers who qualify under 
limited resource provisions if 
approved by the County FSA 
Committee. Cost-share as¬ 
sistance is limited to 
$200,000 per person per natu¬ 
ral disaster. Approved prac¬ 
tices and measures may 
include: 

Installing pipelines or other 
facilities for livestock water 
or existing irrigation systems 
for orchards and vineyards 
Constructing an deepening 
wells for livestock water 
Developing springs or seeps 
for livestock water 

Producers, who have experi¬ 
enced severe drought condi¬ 


tions that will require outside 
assistance to provide supple¬ 
mental emergency water, may 
contact the local Carlisle 
County FSA Service Center. 
Requests for assistance will 
be accepted at the Bardwell 
Service Center from July 23, 
2012 to August 22, 2012. 

To be eligible for cost share, 
practices shall not be started 
until a request has first been 
filed at the Carlisle County 
Service Center and an onsite 
inspection of the problem 
area has been made by the 
FSA County Committee 
(COC) or its representative. 
COC’s will review the in¬ 
spection findings when con¬ 
sidering approval of the 
request for cost shares. 

Producers who have taken 
emergency action before this 
announcement may be eligi¬ 
ble for assistance if a request 
for such assistance is filed 
within 15 calendar days of 
July 23, 2012 and it is deter¬ 
mined that the action taken is 
eligible and sufficient to re¬ 
solve the resource concern. 

All producers, regardless of 
race, sex, religion, color, age, 
national origin, marital status, 
politics, or handicap shall 
have an opportunity to re¬ 
quest cost sharing.

Keep Your Landscape Looking Its Best 
During the Hot, Dry Summer Months 



By gardening expert, 
TV/radio host, author & 
columnist Melinda Myers 
Hot dry weather continues to 
plague much of the country 
including right here in south¬ 
eastern Wisconsin. Keeping 
lawns and landscapes alive 
and well has been a struggle 
for many gardeners. Here are 
a few ways to help your land¬ 
scape through this challeng¬ 
ing season: 

Prioritize watering. New 
plantings, moisture lovers, 
and stressed plants should be 
the first to receive a good 
long drink. 

Give mature trees a hand. 
Even these landscape giants 
need water during drought. 
Soak the area under the 
dripline providing 10 gallons 
of water per inch diameter of 
tree trunk. 


Mulch the soil. 
Spread a two to 
three inch layer 
of woodchips, 
bark, shredded 
leaves, ever¬ 
green needles or 
other organic 
matter over the 
soil surface sur¬ 
rounding plants. 
It conserves 
water, keeps 
roots cooler, 
suppresses 
weeds, and im¬ 
proves the soil 
as it decom¬ 
poses. 

Dormant 
lawns should 
remain dor¬ 
mant. Taking your lawn in 
and out of dormancy with in¬ 
consistent watering is harder 
on the lawns than dormancy. 
Providing % inch of water 
once a month will help keep 
the crown of the grass alive 
without breaking dormancy. 

Minimize foot and equip¬ 
ment traffic on dormant 
lawns and do not treat with 
pesticides or fast release high 
nitrogen fertilizers that can 
damage a dormant lawn. 

Check container gardens at 
least once a day and more 
often during extreme heat. 
Move planters to a bit more 
shade to slow drying, reduce 
risk of scorch and heat stress. 

Use water wisely. Water 
early in day when possible to 
reduce moisture loss to evap¬ 
oration. Use soaker hoses 
and drip irrigation whenever 


possible. You’ll use less 
water by applying it right to 
the soil where it is needed. 
And always water thoroughly 
and less frequently to encour¬ 
age plants to develop deeper 
more drought tolerant roots.

To Can or to Freeze??

Soon, many vegetables and 
fruits will be ready for har¬ 
vesting, and many gardeners 
will have more produce than 
they can readily eat. Those 
who want to preserve fresh, 
summer foods for later con¬ 
sumption will consider either 
freezing or canning the har¬ 
vest. But is one way of preser¬ 
vation better than the other? 
The answer depends on the 
type of food you want to pre¬ 
serve. 

If proper techniques and cor¬ 
rect temperatures are used, 
frozen foods retain greater 
amounts of their vitamin con¬ 
tent, natural color, flavor and 
texture. 

Freezing foods preserves 
them by stopping or slowing 
the growth of microorganisms 
that cause food-bome illnesses 
and spoilage. 

Freezing is perhaps the easi¬ 
est food preservation method, 
but not all foods freeze well. 
Some vegetables with high 
water content are not well 
suited for use as raw vegeta¬ 
bles after freezing, but work 


well as ingredients in cooked 
dishes, like soups. Green, 
leafy vegetables like lettuce, 
cabbage and celery can be¬ 
come limp and watery. They 
may also develop an oxidized 
flavor when frozen. Foods 
containing eggs or milk may 
separate water from solids or 
become tough, frothy or wa¬ 
tery depending on the other in¬ 
gredients. Freezing fried foods 
can cause them to lose their 
crispness and become soggy. 

Like freezing, canning, when 
done correctly, can stop the 
growth of microorganisms 
that cause food-bome illnesses 
and spoilage. Canning is a 
safe and cost-effective way to 
preserve foods. Many fruits 
and vegetables begin losing 
their nutritive value once har¬ 
vested, so it’s best to can 
foods at the peak of freshness. 
This is usually within six to 12 
hours after harvesting or pur¬ 
chasing from a farmers mar¬ 
ket. 

You should know the acidity 
of the food you are canning. 
Foods high in acid can be pre¬ 
pared in a boiling water can- 
ner while low-acid foods must 
be preserved using a pressure 
canner to minimize food- 
bome illnesses. 

If you’re canning for the first 
time or have previous experi¬ 
ence but want to can a new 
food, check that the food has 


recommended canning guide¬ 
lines from the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. These 
guidelines can be found in 
USD A’s Complete Guide to 
Home Canning available on¬ 
line at 

http://nchfp.uga.edu/publica- 
tions/publications_usda.html. 
Do not can foods lacking 
USD A guidelines, as the ab¬ 
sence of guidelines for a par¬ 
ticular food is likely due to a 
safety or quality concern. 

The amount of freezer space 
or access to canning supplies 
and equipment are additional 
factors to consider when 
choosing the best way to pre¬ 
serve fresh summer produce. 
As food consumers become 
more familiar with food 
preservation, the question of 
freezing or canning becomes a 
choice based on taste, food 
preferences, convenience and 
available resources. 

The University of Kentucky 
offers extension publications 
on the correct way to freeze 
and can foods. For more in¬ 
formation on food preserva¬ 
tion, contact the Carlisle 
County Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service.

Tower Completion, Plans for County Roads Discussed at Fiscal Court Meeting

The July 24, 2012, Carlisle 
County Fiscal Court meeting 
began with the approval of 
the previous meeting’s min¬ 
utes and the ambulance report 
by Carlisle County Ambu¬ 
lance Director Wayne Floyd. 

Floyd reported that every¬ 
thing was going good with 
the ambulance service and 
that the remounted/new am¬ 
bulance would be ready for 
usage in September. 

Floyd also reported that he 
attended a state meeting of 
ambulance service coordina¬ 
tors and felt relieved that 
Carlisle County wasn’t the 
only county having trouble in 
regards to collections of 
money through Medicare and 
KySpirit. Floyd said that he 
received ideas on how to 
solve those issues, along with 
ideas on increasing the ambu¬ 
lance service’s revenue bot¬ 
tom line by 30-40%. 


In the emergency manage¬ 
ment report, Carissa Viniard 
reported that Homeland Secu¬ 
rity grants were mailed and 
the county should know 
something on those grants by 
the end of September. In¬ 
cluded in those grants were 
radio upgrades for the 
Carlisle County Fire Depart¬ 
ment, Cunningham Fire De¬ 
partment, sheriff’s 

department and rescue squad. 
In the jailer’s report, Carlisle 
County Jailer Ronny Owens 
reported that there were two 
inmates in the Hickman 
County Correctional Facility 
and one inmate in the Ballard 
County Detention Center. 

In the Carlisle County Road 
Department report, a repre¬ 
sentative from NatureChem 
proposed a plan to the fiscal 
court to reduce roadside 
brush. NatureChem’s road¬ 
side brush program reduces 
county equipment use and re¬ 
duces the amount of money 


spent on trimming trees and 
other brush at higher levels, 
over the height of a school 
bus. 

The representative said that 
the spray they conduct is 
good for three years and 
merely stunts the growth of 
limbs that reach over the 
roadways. It poses no harm to 
trees or grass in nearby areas. 

The county has had success 
with NatureChem’s weed 
controlling sprays this past 
year, as county equipment has 
not been used to mow those 
weeds as much this year. The 
fiscal court agreed to table the 
discussion and analyze the 
costs involved before making 
a decision. 

After the presentation Jerry 
Bowman reported that CR 
1016 has been reopened after 
bridge repairs, and that cul¬ 
vert replacement on CR 1029 
will be completed before 
school is back in session. 

The Carlisle County Sher¬ 


iff’s monthly and quarterly 
reports were approved, along 
with the pre tax level audits. 
Carol Rohrer of the Carlisle 
County Sheriff’s Department 
said that tax collections and 
processing went much more 
smoothly this year, and that 
the new software did well 
without problems. 

In the 911/Solid Waste re¬ 
port, director Josh Glover 
said that he was 98.9% sure 
that all issues with the new 
communication tower were 
solved. “Right now commu¬ 
nications are clear and the 
best they have ever been. We 
hope to have clear sailing 
from here on out,” Glover 
said. The Carlisle County Fis¬ 
cal Court approved the re¬ 
lease of bids on the old 
communications tower. 

The fiscal court next ap¬ 
proved the hire of two part- 
time employees. The first hire 
was to fill the part-time posi¬ 
tion that came open when 


Sandra Mitchell filled the 
full-time position that was va¬ 
cated. The second part-time 
position will be a position that 
will be for 24 hours a week 
and will hopefully eliminate 
the paying of overtime. In the 
past two years the county has 
spent $15,000 in overtime 
fees to their employees. The 
hiring of the extra part-time 
position should alleviate that, 
according to Glover. 

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court accepted the low bid on 
the Milburn Gym roof proj¬ 
ect. There were additional 
funds available after the reno¬ 
vations occurred via a grant. 
In addition to the new roof, 
there was a new heating sys¬ 
tem, energy efficient light¬ 
ing/wiring and new doors 
installed. 

The new owner of the Mil- 
burn apartments, Mr. Ed 
Rowe, approached Carlisle 
County judge Executive Greg 
Terry about the county possi¬ 


bly helping him in the 
cleanup of the apartments he 
recently purchased in Mil- 
bum. 

The property, owned by 
John Davis, was purchased by 
Rowe at an auction. Judge 
Executive Terry felt that there 
wasn’t much that the county 
could do, but felt something 
was going to need to be done 
with the property to clean it 
up. Solid Waste Director Josh 
Glover said he would look 
into the availability of emer¬ 
gency clean up money to as¬ 
sist Mr. Rowe. 

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court went into closed ses¬ 
sion with there being no fur¬ 
ther official public business 
left to be conducted.
